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Biographical Note

James Dorman Davidson was born November 7, 1808 in Lexington, Rockbridge County, Virginiato
Reverend Andrew Baker and Susan Davidson. He was admitted to the Virginia bar in 1831 and he
practiced law for over half a century, specializing in settlement of estates. Davidson was a Unionist and
opposed secession, but withdrew his opposition after meeting with President Abraham Lincoln at the
behest of Governor Letcher.

He married Hannah McDowell Greenlee on May 24, 1832 and they had six children. His brother,
Alexander, moved to Indiana and married Catherine Mary Noble, Governor Noah Noble's daughter. His
brother, Charles Baker (C.B.), was an Episcopal clergyman and lived for atime in Indiana as well. James
died on October 14, 1882.
